EXCITEMENT SUBSIDES.

TELEGRAPH OPERATORS EXPECT 
LONG STRUGGLE. 


Employment Bureau to Be Estab- 
lished—National Union's Treasury 
Said to Be Nearly Empty—Wire 
Company Easily Handies Business 
With Substitutes. 


As the strike of Western Union op- 
erators has become a national move- 
ment, even if the one hundred men 
who walked out of the telegraph of- 
fices in thig city, last week, were dis- 
posed to compromise with the com- 
pany, they no longer have any author- 
ity to do so. The struggle is now be- 
tween the National Commercial Te- 
legraphers’ Union and the two big tel- 
egraph companies, the Western Union 
and the Postal. The storm center wil! 


and ibe in Chicago, where President Smal! 


of the national union has gone to as- 
sume charge of the battle. 

Indications point to a deeply-laid 
plot to force an issue between the 
telegraph companies and their em- 
ployés. The discharge of John E. 
Ryan may involve every telegraph sta- 
tion in the country. 

Despite the fact that about twenty 
of the men who walked out of the 
Western Union's local offices were 
non-union men, the labor union or- 
ganization backed the strike from the 
outset. The meeting of strikers yes- 
terday was a union meeting. It was 
admitted that the comparatively few 
men on strike would have little to say 
in the coming gigantic contest. 

Although the local Postal Telegraph 
employés are in sympathy with the 
strikers, they will not go out unless 
ordered to do so. It is understood, 
however, that no Posta! Telegraph op- 
erator will send or receive a message 
if a non-union operator is at the other 
end of the line. An attempt to force 
the telegraphers to work with non- 
union men will wo a strike. 

President 8 has sent a number 
of dispatches to he strikers, assuring 
them of the support of the national or- 
ganization. At a meeting at Mammoth 
Hall, yesterday afternoon, plans were 
made for the support of all the union 
members. The non-union men are to 
share in the benefite of the strike, if 
there is any, whether they decide to 
join the union or prefer to remain in- 
dependent. 

The meeting was the regular month- 
ly meeting of local union No. 48. 
President W. M. Wooten and others 
told those sent what Small would 


do to ald them. 

Up to yesterday, the strikers de- 
clared that they walked out because 
of an injustice to one of the operators. 
Now they come out into the open and 
say that the strike is one between the 
National Telegraphers’ Union and the 
Western Union Telegraph Company. 

“This is no longer our strike.” said 
one of men. “It is now in the 
oe of President Small. We shall 

be guided by him directly.” 

This admission apparently sustains 
the contention of the officials of the 
telegraph company that the discharge 
of John Ryan was merely an incident 
and was seized upon as a convenient 


reason for leaving the keys. From 
the first, Superintendent F. H. Lamb 
and I. N. lier, assistant general 


manager, have insisted that any con- 
cessions made in the Ryan affair 
would not heal the breach between the 
company and its employés. 

Postal Telegraph employés were pres- 
ent at the strikers’ meeting. They said 
tney would await the action of the 
Oakland and San Francisco operators 
before deciding what they themselves 
would do. 

An effort was made to pass a resolu- 
tron asking the government to corffis- 
cute all the apparatus of the two big 
telegraph companies and operate the 
effices with government employés. It 
was voted down as being premature. 

“Before thie strike is over, the Fed- 
eral government will be forced to take 
p-ssession of the telegraph offices in 
self-protection.” said one speaker. 
“There is no necessity for us to pass 
any resolution to that effect. It will 
co in time. Then we will let the 
gov ment and telegraph companies 
settle the trouble themselves.” 

There is a belief that the strike is in 
ite infancy and that weeks, if not 
rvonths, will elapse before matters are 
finally adjusted. 

A resolution was passed setting forth 
the reasons for striking and asking the 
local merchants t« give sympathy and 
support. An employment bureau wili 
be established where all strikers can 
register for positions. The national 
union treasury is sald to be depleted 
bw former strikes and the idle men 
and women cannot expect much aid 
unless the other unions open their 
coffers. 

Wild predictions of a sympathetic 
railroad strike were made yesterday 
and the operators all seemed to be 
confident of finaily winntng. Some se- 
cret tnformation was received which 
was said to have an Important bear- 
ing on the etrike, but it was not made 
public. 

At the matn office of the Wester. 
Tnion, at Firet and Spring streete, 
business was transacted with ease 
yesterday. <A lunch room has been es- 
jtablished on the same floor with the 
operating room, and the telegraphers 
can obtain cold meals and coffee there. 
thus avoiding the necessity of gotne 
cut during working hours.

The strikers assert that they Intend 
to conduct their battle legally and 
that they will employ counsel to di- 
rect them in their movements.

= close today at Estancia, when the 
jury in the case of Domingo Valles, 
charged with the assassinati.n of Col, 
K. F. Chaves of Progresso, Torrance 
county, November 16, 194, returned a 
verdict of acquittal, being out twenty- 
four hours. The verdict was a great 
surprise as the Territory had made a 
strong case against the defendant, 
proving he was not at home the night 
of the killing, that the weapon used 
was a Winchester, which was the wea- 
pon in possession of the defendant 
when he was arrested and from the 
magazine one shell was missing. The 
defense relied on an alibi to prove 
Valies’s innocence, Valles said he was 
home, nine miles Wistant, at the hour 
Chaves was killed. 

The jury was composed of eleven 
Mexicans and one American. The trial 
leeted five days and attracted much 
attention. The prosecution was con- 
ducted by Dist.-Atty. F. W. 
assisted by Atty.-Gen. G. W. chard, 
while C. A. Larrasolo, a Mexican 
criminal lawyer of note, represented 
the defendant. 

Valles was freed at once, after hav- 
ing been a prisoner in the Territorial 
penitentiary since the week following 
the crime. 

Jacobo Costillo, held as an accom- 
plice, will next be tried. It is not 
likely he will be convicted. 

The assassination of Col. Chaves wa, 
one of the most cold-blooded crimes in 
the annals of the Territory. He 
left Santa Fé, his official residence, at

HICAGO’S LOSS. 


The United States Steel Company 
is making a great industrial city out 
of Gary, Ind. The gigantic company 
will spend $90,000,000 in creating this 
new industrial center, where there was 
nothing a short time ago. Fourteen 
months ago the workmen began to 
transform the sand dunes aiong Lake 
Michigan into the new cliy. When 
the works open there will be a popula- 
tion of 50,000, and the municipal works 
being installed look to a city of 500,000 
population. 

Gary is In Indiana, but ic only a 
short distance from Chicago. The 
new city springs into being because 
the weak-backed, wobbling politicians 
of diatorted views and vicious princi- 
ples who control Chicago made Gary 
a necessity. Chicago is ruled by union 
laborites, and the authorities give no 
adequate protection to property or to 
independent workers in times of 
strikes, which means nearly all times, 
as things go in Chicago. Unable to 
exist where conditions are so intoler- 
able, the ateel company tf4 preparing 
to move out of Chicago, s« that they 
may have a city governed on Amer- 
ican principles. 

That is the fate which confronts ali 
cities of the Chicago type. San Fran- 
cisco will see the same development 
there unless property and human life 
are protected from lawiess strikers. 
Every municipality willl have to face 
the alternative of loss of business, Jde- 
population and practical destruction 
which does not see that law is re- 
spected and order preserved.
